Strewn along for a distanca of 6(^ 


yaras in the rear of the SmitfcsonUn in- 
Btittztion are blocks cf plaster of paris of 
every imaginable shape, some of large 
eize and others fitted together as if t» 
' form boxas. For tbe most part they look 
like tho refuse of n workshop. Here and 
there OLIO fragment cr another is seen to 
resemble a part of r. fish or other ani- 
mal, peruaps a tail, or a h aad with a 
pair of fore flippers. A big slab bears the 
impression of a snake, as if the creature, 
having buried itself in mod far tha win- 
ter, had waked from its torpid'sta^Q and 
crawled away. 
Otter objects yet more 


strange aro faces nnd various parts or 
humaa Lodies apparently fossilized. 


These odd looking things are molds. 


The Smithsonian institution ha3 been 
collecting them for !JO years past, aud 
some of them havt cost n great ('.aal of 
money. Qnite a nnm her have been fetch- 
ed all the way from Alaska, represent- 
ing various animals peculiar to tlio re- 
gions of tho frozen north. If a que 3r rep- 
tile or fish is found* anywhere, tfaore is 
nothing better than to make a caft of it 
in plaster of paris. By this mecns its 
jhape is copied to perfection, and that is 
» great help for piuseum purposes. 
When, a few yeara ago, a whale was 
'stranded on the New England coa^, Dr. 
Palmer, taxidermist of the Smithsonian 
institution, was so:]t to make a copy of 
it in papier macUe. This ht did—that 
is to say, he made a nold of tl e cetacean 
in plaster, of wlr.ch'ho took goveral bar- 
rels full with him, and :he papier 
macho cast ^vas produced '-afterward in 
Washington; 


Only Dno-half of the whala was cast, 


however, representing what' might bo 
termed the port fide of tho ajimaL 
This is now bung up iu the National 
museum. On one R <lo it shows, tho out- 
side of tho creatnr j and froi i tbe other 
side tho inside. It WIIH a clergyman 
Who on a certain occasion net long ago 
was steering somo :iiombors of his flock 
through the building, and, pausing in 
front of the whalo, rcmarkel, pointing 
to tho capacious interior of tlio groat 
marine mammal:
